that 'it is tho public policy of the 
state that no person shall be hired 
nor permitted to work for wages 
under ar.y conditions or terms for 
longer hours or days of service than 
is consistent with his health and 
well being and ability to promote the 
general welfare by his increasing 
usefulness as a health and intelli- 
gent citizen. 


"It is hereby declared that the 


working'of any person more than 
eight hours a day," says the bill "In 
ony place of employment is injur- 
ious to the physical health and well- 
being of such persona and "tends to 
prevent him froir acquiring that de- 
gree of intelligence that is neces- 
sary to. make him a useful and de- 
sirable citizen of the state, No per- 
son shall be employed in any piace \ 
of employment more than 
eight j 


hours in any one day except in cases 
of emergency when life or property 
is in eminent danger, in which case, 
payment for time worked in excess 
of eight hours shall be at the rate" 
of not les.s than time and a half the 
regular wape." 


Any employer'who shall violate 


.the provisions of this law shall be 
deemed guilty .of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction. shall be fined 
not less than fifty dollars nor more 
than five hundred 'dollars. • The bill 
shall not apply to firemen, police of- 
ficerj, or farm laborers.

HE Milwaukee Gas company is taking $800,000 a year trom 
the people of Milwaukee to which it is not entitled because 


the Wisconsin railroad commission has gone to sleep on a peti- 
tion .since January, 1917. 


A petition asking lower rates was filed in the early part of 


L917 and no hearing: has ever been held on it. 


On Feb. 8, 1918 Mayor Hoan addressed a letter to the city 


attorney of Milwaukee asking why nothing was being done on 
Lhe petition. 
The mayor received the following reply.

* * 


Hon. Daniel W. Hoan, 
Mayor, City of Milwaukee. 


I have received your letter, inquiring concerning the gas 


petition on file with the Eailroad Commission, and in ans- 
wer permit me to state that the petition was filed on the 


' 
9th day of January, 1917. 
Rule 5 of the Commission re- 


quires the answer of the company to be served within eight 
days. On February 8, 1917, a month after the filing, of the 
petition, I wrote the Eailroad Commission a letter insisting . 
that the Company must be compelled to file its answer. 
Nothing was done however. On March 12th I made a writ- 
ten demand upon the Eailroad Commission that the gas 
company be compelled to file its answer, and the. answer 
was filed on the 28th day of March, 1917, two months and 
nineteen days after the petition had been filed. Since that 
time nothnig has been done by the Commission in the mat- 
ter whatever as far as I can find. 


It is utterly impossible for me to explain this delay. 


The holding of the hearing is absolutely within the discre- 
tion and the power of the Railroad Commissoa, and the 
rules of practice of the the Railroad Commission do not pro- 
vide any means whereby one of the parties- can ge't- out an 
order to show cause or, take any other step to: hurry a hear- 
ing and investigation.

year. The petition shows that the company paid dividends 
of 23.7%. and that the fair value of the property as of June 
30, 1916 was $3,964,223 and that, based on that value, a rea- 
sonable return of 7% would have been $627,495, but that 
there was an income available for that period of $1,413,- 
402 or approximately $800,000 more than the 
company 


should have been permitted to earn under the Wisconsin the- 
ory. 
This $800,000 excess, according to the Wisconsin 


theory, should have been used to reduce rates. 


• • In conclusion permit me to state that I welcome an in- 
vestigation of the delay in this mattter because you will 
find that it absolutely rests with the Railroad Commission 
of the State of Wisconsin, and I, in fact, hope that you as 
Mayor of the City will lend what assistance you can in direc- 
ting an inquiry to the Railroad Commission from your of- 
fice asking for an explanation of the delay.

initiative and settling for us that 
very important question of letting 
.us farmers know 'how to properly 
dispose of the milk'in the pail, to the 
best advantage, -if the' new method 
guarantees .more of the dollar to" 
stay at home and less go to the large 
centers than previously. It may be 
hard to forecast any advantage to 
cither the city or the neighborhood 
unless this be.a demonstrable fact. 
We can see why a town works hard 
for a condensery, but lets a condens- 
ery come on its merits, if it is a 
benefit, alike to villagers ancl farm- 
ers. 
We have among us'those who 


have come from condensery districts 
and farmed there, and later moved 
here to Pierce county to farm, ba 
cause it is more stumpy and morS 
healthy. Some of'these have movec 
to town, others are still farming. A 
herd that brought its owner S100 a 
month at the creamery and cost 
about twice as much .to fead, can be 
fed for ?3 a day, while selling to the 
condensery, and the owner takes in 
from ?15.to $20 a day from the i 
herd.

The problem for us is to make tet- 


ter the community in which we liv<?, 
to increase and progress. 
In order 


to do so, we must'use judgment as 
farmers. 
We must think out our 


problems, and apply_community team 
work. ' It is perhaps safe .to say 
that after staying'-upon your farm 
year after year, you arc more com- 
petent to judge than the man more 
in the habit of giving advice. 


The value of skim hiilk can not be 


properly estimated by a.villager, nor 
can we farmers safely -let it pass 
out of our hands-by arguments.

general conversation, skim milk va- 
ries so incomparably that- dollars 
only must ba considered- 
The vil- 


lager values the skim milk accord- 
ing to the make of the cream sep- 
arator, and in his figures ho places 
so. much value upon other feeds, that 
skim milk can hardly be squeazed in 
for a value.

so busy slopping his hogs after sun

stock-will continue to look ahead to 
further breed up-their individuals, a 
benefit is assured. 
It also requires 


that they should have the-.privilege' 
of having access to a market lor 
their butterfat and opportunity of 


up to their terms and agreements 
Otherwise we must again establish 
our own markets. 
As long as w= 


can see our profits greater, it may 
be satisfactory to sell to a condens- 
ery, but let not a sacrifice fall upon 
the standard of our stock or upon 
'the fertility of your soils: 
Let us 


not forget we are entitled to consid- 
erably more from the condensery 
per month than if selling to the 
creamery. 
If the milk of the herd 


of 20 cows was disposed of at S3 
per cwt. to the condensery, it would 
amount to an income of S-1,200 from
